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UT Med School Dean 
Visits Our Campus 

Dr. T. P. Nash, Dean of the 
School of Biological Sciences, was 
on the campus Tuesday visiting 
with pre-med students and meet* 
ing with a group of faculty mem¬ 
bers. 

Dr. Nash discussed with the 
students the Importance of get¬ 
ting the most possible out of 
their two years of pre-med. He 
pointed out that for his own bet¬ 
terment the student should work 
both for knowledge and grades. 

Tuesday morning Dr. Nash met 
with a group of faculty members 
and discussed the part that the 
first two yea re of the pre-med 
student’s education should cover. 
He stated that it was the opinion 
of the medical unit that the pre- 
med student should earn every 
point of the grade he makes. In 
this line, Dr. Nash pointed out 
that the average pre-med stu¬ 
dents from all schools represented 
in the Memphis enrollment ljave 
a medical school average of 82 
as contrasted with an average of 
88 for their pre-med work. 

He further pointed out that 
with oertain schools the point 
differential is either larger or 
smaller than this average. For 
example, statistics may show that 
students from one school have a 
differential of 8 or 9 points. Thus, 
when the student from this par¬ 
ticular school sends in his appli¬ 
cation, the Memphis school pen¬ 
alizes him the 2 or 3 points. 

Another point made by Dr. 
Nash concerned the subject mat¬ 
ter of the student’s first two 
years. He stated that it was 
much better for the student to 
take only the minimum science 
requirements for his first two 
years, and get the rest of his 
hours in English, history, and 
philosophy. The man who is good 
only in science will be at the bot¬ 
tom of the ladder as a physician 
while the one who is good in the 
above three subjects will be at 
the top of his profession. Dr. 
Nash said. He added that the 
students entering after two years 
of pre-med do much better than 
those who go on to get a B. 3. 
degree. The only ones who do 
better, and then by a very small 
amount, are those who have a 
B. A. degree. This fact is in 
line with his advice to get a con¬ 
siderable amount of work in Eng¬ 
lish, history and philosophy. 

Dr. Nash also explained the 
method by which the med school 
accepts applicants. In the first 
place, it does not take out-of- 
state students while eligible Ten¬ 
nessee students are available. The 
first check here is that the par¬ 
ents of the student must be res¬ 
idents of this state. The second 
basic requirement is that of 
grades, and here the dividing line 
is 85. 

In concluding his remarks, Dr. 
Nash stated that at the present 
time UT and Meharry are the on¬ 
ly medical schools \fhioh still 
admit *students with only two 
years of pre-med. He added that 
although the Medical Association 
favors three years of pre-med, 
UT intends to hold to the two- 
year figure as long as possible. 
He said the UT feeling is that 
many students who can afford 
the two years would lose out if 
the requirement were raised to 
three. 

Pre-Med Students 
Take Admission Test 

On last Saturday, May 10, nine 
University of Tennessee, Martin 
Branch Students took the Medical 
Association of American Medical 
Colleges. This test is administered 
at the same time in all forty- 
eight states, the District of Co¬ 
lumbia and in several places out¬ 
side the Continental United 
States. In Tennessee there are 
ten testing centers in addition to 
the University of Tennessee, Mar¬ 
tin Branch. 

The Medical College Admission 
Test is prepared by the Educa¬ 
tional Testing Service of Prince¬ 
ton, New Jersey. It tests general 
scholastic ability and ability 
in science, and in the understand¬ 
ing of modern society. Approxi¬ 
mately six hours are required to 
complete the test.

Despite these attractive fea 
tures, there are not nearly enough 
home economics graduates to 
match the supply of positions 
where they are needed. 

Some educators, as well as rank 
and file citizens, still incline to 
the theory the home economics 
study is suitable only for girls 
who aren’t smart enough to learn 
anything else, or attractive 
enough to catch themselves a 
husband. 

Nothing could be farther from 
Che truth. Any girl who com¬ 
pletes a major In home economics 
at a recognized college has passed 
enough courses in chemistry, bi¬ 
ology, bacteriology, psychology, 
economics and similar subjects to 
dispel any doubts about her in¬ 
telligence, for home economics 
has long since passed the stage 
where it began and ended with 
cooking and sewing techniques. 
Home Economics have proof that 
girls who study Home Economics 
in college make excellent home¬ 
makers and there are fewer of 
them who enter into a marriage 
which is not successful. 

The Home Economics curricu¬ 
lum at UTMB is designed to pro¬ 
vide a balanced educational pro¬ 
gram based on the cultural needs, 
the citizenship responsibilities and 
the homemaking interests of 
young women. General education 
is the objective of the Lower Di¬ 
vision curriculum and it contains 
those fundamentals—courses upon 
which any type of specialization 
in th$ Upper Division is based. 
The curriculum for the Upper Di¬ 
vision is being developed in gen- 
eral Home Economics and major 
emphasis will be on Home and 
Family Living, School Lunch 
Management, Merchandizing of 
textiles and Clothing t Crafts, 
Home Furnishings and training 
for Home Demonstration work.- 
The program also contributes to 
the professional preparation of 
students in social work and com¬ 
munications. 

A student in Home Economics 
may elect courses which will 
make it possible for her to quali¬ 
fy for field training in Home 
Demonstration work and School 
Lunch Supervision. Some stu¬ 
dents may wish to qualify for an 
internship in Dietetics and this 
may be done by further training 
in Institution Management and 
Nutrition (about one quarter’s 
work). 

Plans are being made for equip¬ 
ping a home appliance laborato¬ 
ry and a home management 
house. Additional equipment will 
be added for crafts studies, home 
furnishings. advanced textiles, 
and a course in quantity food 
preparation and service and food 
buying is being planned. 

A placement bureau will be set 
up at UTMB in the Department 
of Home Economics to help grad-1 
uates find employment in their 
chosen fields.
